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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record, namely Schmid and Murphy, fail to properly teach or suggest the use 
of a NaSICON electrolyte component capable of surface sanitation as in claims 91 and 
92, nor the specific choice of a solid electrolyte component having a ionic conductivity 
as claimed in the independent claim 93. Applicant's arguments submitted 5/1 1/2006 
are found to be fully persuasive..
